DETAILED ACTION 

This is the eighth office action for U.S. Application 10/540,944 for a Thin 
Design Display Apparatus and Display Unit Detachment Method. Claims 38-68, 80-83 
and 90-100 are pending. Claims 42, 46, 49, 52, 55, 57, 65, and are withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 38-41, 45, 46, 49-52, 54-68, 80-83, and 91-100 are allowable. The 
restriction requirement between Species, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 19 
May 2008, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby 
withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
Claims 46, 49, 52, 55, 57, 65, and 68, directed to a non-elected species are no longer 
withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. However, claim 42, directed to a non-elected species is withdrawn from 
consideration because the claim does not require all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 42 
directed to a species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 42 been 
cancelled. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
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Art Unit: 3632 

application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1 21 1 , 1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 38-41, 45, 46, 49-52, 54-68, 80-83 and 91-100 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose a thin type display apparatus with a structure having an insert space and stand 
base portion so as to be placed in contact with a flat plate, a fitting part connected to a 
display unit by a rotatable part, wherein the display unit is supported by the structure in 
one mode and supported on a distal end of the fitting part and the bottom of the display 
unit in another mode. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
